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Huge haul of loot 
seized during police 
raids in crackdown

POLICE in Haringey seized dozens of 
bagfuls of laptops, satnavs and mobile 
phones during a London-wide crack¬ 
down on robbers, burglars and violent 
criminals. 

Six people from the borough were arrested on 
suspicion of handling stolen goods and drugs 
offences after officers carried out two search 
warrants at properties in Tottenham on Wednes¬ 
day. They were accompanied on the dawn raids 
by London Mayor Boris Johnson in a high-pro¬ 
file launch of Operation Target - promising to 
go to war on burglary and violent crime. 

More than 1,500 officers carried out simulta¬ 
neous raids across the capital. 

The areas targeted initially make up just two 
per cent of London geographically but, police 
say, constitute almost a third of all street rob¬ 
beries and the most serious violence in the cap¬ 
ital as well as 15 per cent of residential 
burglaries and 20 per cent of non-residential 
burglaries. 

More than 100 satnavs, 20 computers, nine 
mobile phones, seven iPods, 14 digital cameras, 
17 car stereos and 34 power tools were among 
the thousands of pounds of electrical items 
seized in Haringey.

leading Operation Target, said: “Target is a 
long-term drive to reduce crime and keep it 
down. The operation is due to last for at least six 
months and will see the relentless deployment 
of our specialist assets, resources, tactics and 
skills in areas which suffer disproportionate lev¬ 
els of crime and anti-social behaviour.” 

It was billed as one of the largest crackdowns 
on crimes such as robbery, burglary and vio¬ 
lence ever carried out by the Met. 

Mr Johnson came face to face with a sus¬ 
pected drug dealer in Tottenham who asked the 
mayor: “What the f*** are you doing here?” 

Mr Johnson described the offences as 
“perilous criminality” which devastated the 
lives of ordinary people. 

“Burglars, robbers and drug dealers should 
take heed as their crime-funded lifestyles may 
soon be ending,” he said afterwards.

“I’VE seen first-hand today the immense 
hard work that goes into carrying out 
policing operations and I have every con¬ 
fidence that Target will be a complete 
success. These raids will have an imme¬ 
diate effect on the hundreds of local resi¬ 
dents who have been living under a cloud 
of fear.” 

Specialist Met teams such as the Flying 
Squad, traffic and mounted branch will 
be supporting borough police to continue 
the operation in the coming months. As 
well as making arrests and disrupting 
criminal deals in the short term, officers 
hope the operation will result in a longer- 
term feeling of safety in places such 
as Haringey. 

Assistant Commissioner Ian McPher¬ 
son, head of Territorial Policing at the 
Met, said: “The MPS is here for London, 
and to help keep communities safe we 
are enhancing our efforts to tackle crimes 
against people and property. 

“Operation Target is to be the largest 
sustained crackdown against crimes such 
as robbery, burglary and violence ever 
conducted by the MPS. While robbery 
and burglary are still relatively low in 
comparison to previous years we are 
determined to cut these offences further. 

“The public can support this operation 
and help themselves from becoming a 
victim of crime by taking some basic pre¬ 
vention measures. 

“By bringing together borough-based 
knowledge and expertise with the skills 
of our specialist units we will make a real 
and sustainable difference, allowing 
people to go about their daily lives feel¬ 
ing more confident and safe.”

Application 
lodged for 
waste site 

A PLANNING application has 
been lodged with Haringey 
Council to build a new waste 
plant at Pinkham Way. 

Documents were lodged in 
a joint application by The 
North London Waste 
Authority and Barnet Council 
for the site on the border 
of Haringey, Enfield and 
Barnet. 

NLWA bosses, who are also 
responsible for disposing of 
waste from Camden, Hackney, 
Islington and Waltham 
Forest, claim the plant is 
necessary to cope with 
rubbish from Haringey and 
the surrounding areas in 
light of stringent EU 
recycling targets of 50 per 
cent recycled or composted 
waste by 2020. The plan is 
to create an EcoPark of 
15,000 square metres which 
can accept up to 300,000 
tonnes of waste every year. 

The proposals have been 
met with widespread anger 
by local residents, who have 
come together to form the 
Pinkham Way Alliance, as well 
as councillors from Enfield, 
Barnet and Haringey. 

The formal consultation 
period will begin once the 
application has been 
checked, with the applica¬ 
tion being accessible 
through the council’s website 
and local householders and 
businesses receiving letters 
on the proposed scheme. 

The next stage of 
consultation with people is 
a public meeting, called a 
Development Management 
Forum, where residents can 
raise issues of concern.

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Race on 
to find 
Olympic 
torch 
bearers

NEXT summer will see the Olympic 
Torch light up Haringey on its way to the 
London 2012 stadium in Stratford. 

The torch will wing its way to the bor¬ 
ough on July 25, ahead of an official 
Olympics evening celebration, as part of 
its 70-day relay route to usher in 
London’s turn to host the world’s biggest 
sporting event. 

The Olympic flame will arrive in the 
UK from Greece on May 18 and the 
torch relay will start at Land’s End, 
Cornwall, the next morning. 

On leaving Land’s End, the Olympic 
Flame is expected to travel an estimated 
8,000 miles around the UK before arriv¬ 
ing at the Olympic stadium on July 27 
for the lighting of the cauldron at the 
opening ceremony. 

Nominations are now open to select 
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Olympic Torchbearers and it is hoped 
that a handful of Haringey residents will 
be among the 8,000 picked to help the 
flame along its way from Land’s End to 
London. Torch relay organisers are on 
the hunt for torchbearers whose personal 
stories will inspire millions - “from 
those in their local communities to those 
watching around the world”. 

Councillor Alan Strickland, cabinet 
member for economic development and 
social inclusion, said: “The buzz around 
the Olympics is building and this could 


be a great chance for Haringey residents 
to get involved with the celebrations. 

“If you know anyone who you think 
would make a worthy torchbearer, now’s 
the time to nominate them and help to 
bring a part of the 2012 London festivi¬ 
ties to Haringey.”

MP demand 
for doctor in 
Baby Peter 
case to quit 


LYNNE FEATHERSTONE has 
called for the chief executive 
of Great Ormond Street 
Hospital to resign after 
“covering up” failings in the 
Baby Peter case. 

The MP for Hornsey and 
Wood Green accused Dr Jane 
Collins of hiding management 
failings following the death of 
the toddler at a house in 
Penshurst Road, Tottenham, 
in 2007. 

Dr Collins contributed to the 
Sibert Report, established to 
investigate the systems of 
child protection, run by Great 
Ormond Street Hospital in 
Haringey at the time. 

But her addendum did not 
include key criticisms of the 
management and child 
protection practices. 

Ms Featherstone said: 

“There is now clear evidence 
information was withheld from 
the serious case review into 
the death of Baby Peter. Key 
criticisms were edited out and 
it appears there was an attempt 
to cover up the fact the 
situation was 'clinically risky’. 

“The key person in charge in 
Haringey was dismissed from 
post. The key managers also 
lost their jobs. But the chief 
executive and the managers 
at GOSH who presided over 
this 'clinically risky situation’ 
are still in post. Their roles 
and culpability have never 



faced proper scrutiny. 

“This can be nothing other 
than a deliberate attempt to 
hide the management failings, 
and subvert the serious case 
review process. 

“It is not possible to learn 
the right lessons unless all 
relevant and important 
information has been 
disclosed, whatever the 
impact on the hospitals and 
health trusts involved.” 

In a letter to Jo Williams, 
chairwoman of the Care 
Quality Commission, Baroness 
Tessa Blackstone, chairwoman 
of the GOSH board, Secretary 
of State for Education, 

Michael Gove and Secretary 
of State for Health, Andrew 
Lansley, Ms Featherstone has 
called for an investigation into 
Dr Collins’ actions. 

But Baroness Blackstone 
said: “The trust board has 
complete confidence in Dr 
Collins. She is a first-class 
CEO. As a board, we have 
confidence the trust has never 
sought to mislead any inquiry 
into the death of a child. 

“The non-executive 
directors have met Ms 
Featherstone to discuss her 
concerns with her. We did not 
accept her views.”

Through a lens: Students from Northumberland Park

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RESIDENTS and councillors in Hornsey have 
spoken out after a large metal enclosure appeared 
in Stationers Park, apparently without any warn¬ 
ing, consultation or planning permission. 

An emergency meeting of the Friends of Sta¬ 
tioners Park was called last week to discuss the 
fenced area which is being used to store Veolia’s 
street-cleaning handcarts - despite Veolia not 
being responsible for cleaning parks. The com¬ 
pany recently became Haringey Council’s waste 
contractor after taking over from Enterprise. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Richard Wilson 
contacted the council’s recreation boss to ask 
who gave Veolia permission to use the site and 
demand a new site be found as soon as possible. 

Mr Wilson has also asked planning officers to 
investigate whether Veolia has planning permis¬ 
sion for the site, and whether nearby trees have 
been damaged by its construction. 

He said: “Residents and park users are under¬ 
standably furious. This ugly fenced enclosure, 
which can be seen from large parts of the park, 
went up seemingly without any notice, consulta¬ 
tion or planning permission. It is a blight on a 


well-loved local park. I’ve asked planning offi¬ 
cers to investigate whether planning rules have 
been breached as I’m sure a fence of this size 
must need permission - particularly as the facil¬ 
ity has nothing to do with the maintenance of the 
park. I also want an investigation into whether 
nearby trees were damaged when the fence posts 
were put in the ground.” 

A council spokesman said: “We had planned 
further work to make the enclosure less intrusive 
and more in keeping with the rest of the park, 
including planting trees and shrubs to mask 
the fencing. 

“However, officers from the council and Veolia 
will be meeting the Friends Group to discuss our 
plans and listen to any suggestions they may have 
for the enclosure, including the type and height 
of fencing which has been used. 

“The enclosure was set up so that cleaning 
equipment could be stored in local areas, rather 
than equipment and staff having to be transported 
from depots further away, reducing the number of 
vehicle movements on Haringey roads and reduc¬ 
ing pollution.”

Sweet taste sensation at 
former chocolate factory 



Hidden treasure: Mosaica At The Factory serves up gourmet treats 


AN INDUSTRIAL estate... a former 
Chocolate Factory... youths hanging 
around street corners - hardly the 
most obvious setting for this little 
haven of coolness. 

But we Gannet Girls had heard 
intriguing things about Mosaica and 
knew it would be worth the visit. 

With black walls dripping with can¬ 
dle wax, romantic strings of fairy 
lights and tin foil - yes the kind you 
roast chickens in - plastered on to 
the ceiling, the restaurant looks 
unique and enticing. 

After entering past a security guard 
- only in Wood Green! - we took our 
seats in-between mismatched 
pieces of junk-shop furniture and 


splashes of colourful artwork. 

Mosaica’s speciality is top-quality 
seasonal British produce, with meat 
and fish arriving daily, and our busy- 
but-charismatic waiter explained how 
the menu often changes twice every 
day to reflect whatever tasty goodies 
the farmer or fishmonger turns up 
with. A refreshing change from the 
fried chicken and dead man’s leg 
kebabs further up the road. 

Gut-busting Gannet opted for 
smoked salmon tranche with apple 
and coriander salsa to start (£8), 
declaring the fresh but tongue- 
tingling salsa a perfect accompani¬ 
ment to the intensely smokey fish, 
and my chargrilled asparagus with 
parmesan (£7.80) was fresh, sweet 
and sumptuously summery. 

And the quality did not let up. 

My 21-hour slow-roasted pork 
belly with potatoes and red cabbage 
(£15.50) seemed to defy culinary 
logic as the meat remained beauti¬ 
fully tender and moist underneath 
some pretty perfect crackling. 

And Gut-busting couldn’t stop 
squawking over his pink lamb rump 
with parsley mash and green beans 
(£16.95), which was perfectly 
cooked and “properly meaty tasting”. 

A bowl of gloopy and rich sticky 


toffee pudding with butterscotch 
sauce (£6) was the stuff of child¬ 
hood dreams - the pud boasting a 
wonderfully chewy, caramelised 
bottom - which we shared while 
remarking that the meal was so 
wonderful it even made the phrase 


“Wood Green cultural village” sound 
not all that ridiculous.

CROUCH HAPPY 
AT TOTTENHAM

PETER CROUCH insists he is happy 
to stay at Tottenham Hotspur despite 
reported interest from Sunderland. 

Although the England international 
striker impressed in the Champions 
League last season, he struggled domes¬ 
tically - like the rest of Spurs’ front 
men - and only managed four Premier 
League goals. 

Manager Harry Redknapp is believed 
to be looking to bolster his forward line 
over the summer, but Crouch has 
revealed that he wants to stay and fight 
for his place at White Hart Lane. 

“Of course Em happy where I am,” he 
said. “It’s a great club and, in my opin¬ 
ion, it’s on the up. 

“We have a lot more to achieve. 
There’s no doubt that every team are 
going to make themselves stronger and 
we can’t fall behind. 

“Em sure that the manager and chair¬ 
man have got plans about who they 
will want to bring in to add that little 
bit of quality which takes us to maybe 
that next step.” 


And Redknapp has made it clear that 
he wants to keep Crouch at the club. 

“Crouchy is a good player,” he said, 
“He is a great lad. He’s not one Em look¬ 
ing to shift. We are looking to bring a 
striker in, but he is not one of those that 
we are looking to sell if we can help it.” 

Meanwhile, the manager has urged 
chairman Daniel Levy to buy three top- 
quality players over the summer to help 
Tottenham’s bid to secure Champions 
League football next season. 

Spurs enjoyed some memorable Euro¬ 
pean nights on their way to reaching 
the quarter-finals of the competition 
this year, but they faded badly in the 
Premier League in the closing weeks of 
the campaign to end up in fifth. 

“I want Daniel to go out and get three 
fantastic players,” Redknapp said. “You 
can’t say that just because we didn’t 
make the Champions League we’re not 
going to improve. 

“I certainly feel we need three players 
of real quality if we’re going to compete. 
Otherwise it will be very difficult, but I 
don’t see why it’s impossible to get in 
the Champions League again.” 



Much-improved 
Skolars secure 
another victory 

THE dramatic transformation in the 
London Skolars’ fortunes continued 
on Sunday when they recorded an 
18-16 win at home to second-placed
